Interesting review of political 
and social conditions in China 
is given in a letter published 
by the Chicago Tribune. 
The 
writer attributes China’s humiliating 
position among the nations to the lack 
of loyalty and active patriotism on the 
part of her people. 
The review in [» art is as follows: 
To any one considering the situation 
in the far east the contrast between 
the position of J apan and that of Chi­ 
na must appear startling. 
J apan, a nation of 50.000.000 people, 
occupying territory about tho size of 
the sta te of Montana and possessing 
oo great resources, is a great power, 
to which the other great powers send 
ambassadors. 
J apan is sought as an 
ally, and its desires are most carefully 
considered. 
China is a nation of over 400,000.000. 
occupying a territory a third greater 
than that of the United States and. 
rich in resources, is politically a minor 
power and as such has ministers ac­ 
credited to it by the great powers. 
It 
is not desired as an ally by anybody. 
Far from its wishes being considered. 
It is at present in grave danger of los 
Ing considerable of its territory if not 
o f being eutirely divided. 


J apan Adds to Territory. 
J apan, far from being threatened 
with the alienation of any of its origi 
j 
na! territory, has added Formosa, the 
Pescadores. Korea, half of Sakhalin 
and practically lower Manchuria, in 
eluding the Taiotung * peninsula, 
in 
addition, it is accused, and not without 
J ustice, of having its eye on inner Mon 
golia and Fukien, to say nothing of 
American possessions in find around 
the Pacific ocean. 
China finds itself fa ce to face with 
Russia and J apan, which, allied since 
Mr. Knox’s disastrous attempt to neu­ 
tralize tho Manchurian railways, have 
practically swallowed Manchuria and 
are now turning their attention to 
Mongolia. 
To make matters worse, the news has 
just leaked out of a recently signed 
treaty between Croat Britain and Rus­ 
sia by which il» *\v recognize Russian 
and British suzerainty in outer Mon­ 
golia and Tibet respectively and by 
which they promise each other mutual 
a ssistance should China or any other 
power endeavor to prevent them from 
developing these two provinces foi 
their own interests 


J aps Brook No Interference. 
No uatious attempt to interfere with 
the internal affairs of J apan. 
All nations are constantly interfer 
ing with tho internal affairs of China. | 
Kven its attempts to suppress the na 
tional vice of opium smoking are be j 
ing seriously hindered by Great Brit 
ain's desire to prevent financial loss to 
bankers and merchants who are en \ 
gaged in this trade. 
Interference with J apanese subjects 
residing abroad brings a threat of war 
which is heeded by the nation con- 
cerned. 
The San Francisco school in j 
cident is a good example.

fact tha t in J apuu the military spirit,

western a nus and learn to use them. 
In China 
the military spirit had 
gradually died out.

ceased to exist. To be a soldier was a 
thing of reproach. 


Code of Chivalry Unknown. 


Such a thing as a code of chivalry, 
similar to the bushido of J apan,* was 
unknow n. The dominant idea was not 
that when evils were inflicted on the 
nation they were to be resisted and 
every effort made to overcome them, 
but that tiu» y were to be expected and- 
must be lairne or, at the most, resisted! 
passively. 
Thus it was that humiliation aftei 
humiliation taught tho Chinese notli 
ing. 
They iiated the foreigner ant 
wanted to get rid of him. 
Ueriodk 
and useless outbreaks against mission 
aries and efforts such as that made bj 
the Boxers occurred 
From time to time men in high posi 
tions sa w the necessity for adopting 
European methods 
They, however 
apparently saw no further than tin: 
need for foreign arms and training 
They did not understand that back 
of these and more important was tin 
military spirit 
This lack of under­ 
standing. coupled too often with tin 
presence among the troops of dishon­ 
est officers, led to such tiascoes both 
on land and sea as those of the Chino 
J apanese war 


Planned Reorganization of Army. 
In 19 05 a very comprehensive modern 
scheme was drawn up for the organi­ 
zation of tin* army. 
The condition ot 
the soldier was bettered to such an ex 
tent that he soon stood far higher in 
the social scale than he had for soun 
centuries 
By the time the revolution broke 
out tlie imperial troops in the north 
amounted to more than 200.000 men 
with nearly 9 00 guns 
Their training 
was good, but the revolution showed 
the proper spirit t<* be lacking 
Tin 
very best of the troops mutinied, not 
because of sympathy with the revolu 
tiou. but because of the chance to loot 
The Young China party, which was 
responsible for tin- revolution, cbufes 
under the 
humiliations inflicted on 
China and even calls for war to pre­ 
vent their continuation. 
The leaders 
know, however, that in spite of its 
numbers, of its size and of its resources 
China is helpless 
The necessary spir­ 
it of nationality and military virtue 
have been lacking

In offering national forest timber for 
sa le the government first makes an o* 
tirnate of the quantity of timber on an 
area which would naturally form a 
single logging unit and which

The minimum prices set for the Rai­ 
nier timber vary from 50 cents to $1.50 
per thousand feet, according to the 
kind of timber. 
These are stumpage 
prices—that is, the purchaser buys the 
trees on the stuinp and does all the 
logging, but pays according to the 
board foot measure of tlie logs. 
The 
government aims to allow the manu­ 
facturer a liberal profit on flic basis 
tha t lumbering involves a good deal of 
business risk, and the minimum stump­ 
age prices are fixed accordingly. Often, 
however, com petitive bids raise the 
price above the advertised minimum. 
One of the provisions of the con 
tract which the successful bidder for 
tho Rainier timber will enter into will 
be that if market prices advance ma­ 
terially the government’s chief forester 
may, after the sale has run three 
years, require a reasonable readjust­ 
ment; of the stumpage prices up to an 
added 50 cents per 1.000. 
To Prevent Lo** to Government. 
The object of this stipulation is to 
prevent loss to the government-—that 
is. to the public—and on undue profit 
to the purchaser through long term j 
contracts entered into on a rising mar­ 
ket. 
Provision against snch specula-! 
live profits is regarded as especially 
necessary in view of the long term 
sa les now sometimes made to get pur­ 
chasers for large bodies of inaccessible 
timber. 
For the 
Rainier sale the cutting 
period allowed is only five years, since 
tho quantity of timber iuvolved— ap­ 
proximately 52.000.000 board feet—does 
not call for an extended operation. 
One national forest sale made this 
year was for 800.000.000 board feet, 
and the purchasers were allowed a 
cutting period of twenty-two years, be­ 
sides a preliminary two years in which 
to build a railroad. 
Usually purchas­ 
ers must t>egin operating the year of 
purchase and cut a stipulated amount 
each year. 
Benefit to Public the Object. 
The latter provision is simply an ex­ 
ample of a fundamental principle that 
is applied In all national forest timber 
sules. 
The primary object is described 
as being not profit for the government, 
but benefit lo the public. 
Nowhere Is 
the policy a strictly commercial one. 
The conditions of cutting are care­ 
fully prescribed from the standpoint 
of present as well as future needs. 
The highest bid for the contract may 
be rejected and is rejected if it ap­ 
pears that to give the bidder the con­ 
tract would tend to facilitate timber 
monopoly and so subject the consumer 
to a hardship. 
In other words, the 
government 
foresters 
consider 
that 
thoy should not only make the forests 
grow a s fast as possible, but also make 
them as useful a s possible to the pub­ 
lic.
